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The facilities which were bahg used as the main ammunition supply depot in Eger 
M745N-2022E7 were originally built by the conquering Turks as fortifications. They 
were also used in World l War I as an ammunition storage depot. Very few structures 
remain above the ground. Most of the facilities in current use were tunnels approxi— ! 
mately 25-30 ft, below ground* consisting of four main arteries extending from a j 
central point* varying in length from three or four meters to the length of a hangar* \ 
according to the guides of sightseeing tours of the old fortress. Stored in this 
underground space were rifle ammunition* rackets* AA ahells* mortar shells, I 
never entered the actual storage tunnels /pee Annex 4/* 

I saw he&vy traffic in large GAZ 63 trucks entering and leaving the building /Axm6x A, 
Point #3/ and 1 identified trucks as coming from the following locations:
